is for the fiscal year ending next June

To receive benefits under

act, the States must match the Fed­ 
eral allotments, dollar for dollar, from 
their own treasuries. 
Apportionment 
of 
the 
Federal 
money to the States is on practically 
the same basis as under the Federal 
aid act of 1916. 
The fund is divided 
into three parts, one part being a p p o r­ 
tioned according to population, anoth­ 
er according to area, and the 
third 
according to mileage of rural and star 
mail routes. 
The Bureau of 
Public 
Roads, under the Secretary of A g ri­ 
culture, continues as the 
a d m inistra­ 
tive agency. 
There is considerable change, how­ 
ever, in the manner in which a State 
may use its allotment. 
Each State 
must select a connected road system, 
not exceeding 7 per cent of its road 
mileage, for im provement with Feder­ 
al aid. 
This system will be divided 
into two classes, one of which 
will be 
known as interstate highways and the 
other as intercounty highways. 
The interstate highways must not 
exceed three-seventh of the 
system 
selected; on, then not more than 60 
per cent of the S ta te ’s allotment can 
be spent without the joint approval of 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
and the 
S tate Highway Department.

tercounty highway-, which consist <>f 
the remainder of the system selected,
